Report of the 1944 Annual Town Meeting and 
Election Meeting Held February 15th and 18th 
Election Held February 17th 


In accordance with the Warrant for the Annual Town 
meeting and Election duly published and posted as directed, 
the voters met at the Elizabeth Theatre Tuesday, Feb. 15th 
at 9:00 o’clock A. M. to act upon the articles contained there- 
in:—

At 9:27 o’clock the meeting was called to order by the 
Moderator, Milford R. Lawrence. The hours of the meeting 
were voted to be from 9:00 o’clock to 12:00 noon and 1:15 
o’clock to close of business of the warrant. At 9:49 o’clock 
a quroum of town meeting members were declared present, 
the necessary number at this meeting being 109. 


Article 1. (Re: Election of town officers by ballot— see 
subsequent report of Election, Feb. 17th.) 
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Art. 2. To see if the Town will vote to adopt for the year 
1944 the Standing Votes of the Town of Falmouth as printed 
in the Town Report of 1943. 

Voted, that the Town does adopt for the year 1944 the 
Standing Votes of the Town as printed in the 1943 Town 
Report. 


Art 3. To choose all other necessary town officers for the 
year ensuing, including the election of the Recreation Com- 
mission. 

See List—Committees for 1944. 


Art. 4. To see if the Town will vote to elect a Town 
Director for the Cape Cod Extension Service as provided in 
Chapter 128, Sections 40 and 41 of the General Laws. 

Voted, that Maurice R. Jones be so elected. 


Art. 5. To hear the reports of Committees and Town 
Officers and act thereon, and make any necessary appropri- 
ations. 

Voted, that the Town does accept reports of Committees 
and Town Officers as printed in the 1943 Town Report, and 
also to accept the verbal report of the Temporary Post War 
Committee. It was then voted that the following be appoint- 
ed as a Post War Rehabilitation Committee with power to add 
to their numbers

committee. Unanimous vote a quorum being present. 
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Art. 6. To see if the Town will vote to authorize the Town 
Treasurer, with the approval of the Selectmen, to borrow 
money from time to time in anticipation of the revenue of 
the financial year beginning January 1, 1944, and to issue 
a note or notes therefor, payable within one year, and to 
renew any note or notes as may be given for a period of less 
than one year in accordance with Section 17, Chapter 44, of 
the General Laws.

Meeting duly published and posted as directed, the voters met 
at the Henry W. Hall School Auditorium on Wednesday, Oct. 
18th at 8:00 P. M. to act upon the articles contained therein:—

Elizabeth D. Wells was sworn as stenographer for the 
duration of the meeting. 

Officer in attendance was Chief Harold L. Baker. 


At 8:05 o’clock the meeting was called to order by the 
Moderator, Milford R. Lawrence. The necessary number of 
town meeting members to constitute a quorum for this meet- 
ing was 106. At 8:29 o’clock 106 town meeting members were 
counted and a quorum declared. 


Art. 1. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate from 
the Excess & Deficiency Account, or from other ‘available 
sources, the sum of Eight hundred ($800.) Dollars to be used 
to repair the Community Center building as a result of hurri- 
cane damage and for the purposes of building a new cesspool 
or increasing the size of the present cesspool and for general 
upkeep or repairs to the Community Center building. 

On request of the Board of Selectmen. 


Voted, that the Town does appropriate from the Excess 
& Deficiency Account the sum of $800.00 to be used to répair 
damages to the Community Center building as a result of the 
recent hurricane and for the purpose of building a new cess- 
pool or increasing the size of the present cesspool. 
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Art. 2. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate from 
the Excess & Deficiency Account, or from other available 
sources, the sum of Twelve hundred seventy-five ($1275.) dol- 
lars for the purpose of restoring the Herring Rivers to the con- 
dition as existed before the hurricane. 


On request of the Board of Selectmen. 


Voted, that the Town does appropriate from the Excess 
& Deficiency Account the sum of $1000. for the purpose of 
restoring the Herring Rivers to the condition as existed before 
the hurricane. 


Art. 3. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate from 
the Excess & Deficiency Account, or from other available 
sources, the sum of Seven hundred forty-three ($743.) dollars 
for the purpose of carrying on necessary work at the Falmouth 
Town Dumps made necessary by the hurricane. 


On request of the Board of Health. 


Voted, that the Town does appropriate from the Excess 
& Deficiency Account the sum of $743.00 for the purpose of 


carrying on necessary work at the Falmouth Town Dumps, 


and this amount be added to the Town Dumps Budget. 


Art. 4. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate from 
the Excess & Deficiency Account, or from other available 
sources, the sum of Twenty-five thousand ($25,000.) dollars 
for the Highway Department in order to repair highways, 
bridges and make other necessary repairs and for necessary 
‘maintenance resulting from hurricane damage; or take any 
other action thereon. 


On request of the Highway Surveyor. 


Voted, that the Town does appropriate $7,000. from the 
Overlay Reserve Account and $18,000. from the Excess & De- 
ficiency Account to repair highways, bridges and make other 
necessary repairs, and for necessary maintenance resulting 
from hurricane damage, said amounts to be added to the 
Highway Department Budget. 
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Art. 5. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate from

of hurricane damage. 

To see if the Town will vote to appropriate from 
the Excess & Deficiency Account, or from other available 
sources the sum of Seventy-four hundred ($7400.) dollars, the 
same to be added to the Tree Warden’s Department and to 
cover the expense for completing the work caused by the dam- 
age to the trees resulting from the hurricane; or to take any 
other action thereon. 

On request of the Tree Warden. 


Voted, that the Town does appropriate from the Excess 
& Deficiency Account the sum of $4000. to be expended by 
the Tree Warden for completing the work caused by damage 
to the trees resulting from the hurricane. 


Art. 9. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate from 
the Excess & Deficiency Account, or from other available 
sources, the following sums of money for the purposes of re- 
pairing Town wharves, viz:

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Report of Highway Surveyor 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen: 


I hereby submit my report for work done on the high- 
ways for the year 1944. 


In accordance with the vote of the town the widening of 
Gifford Street, and Sandwich Road and the installation of 
the culvert at Coonamessett River have been completed. Due 
to the shortage of labor, it was necessary to let these two 
projects out to contracts. The work has been performed un- 
der my supervision and has proven satisfactory and has elim- 
inated two danger spots in the town’s highway system. 


Considerable time and labor have been spent this year 
in resurfacing and seal coating several roads in the town. 
This necessary work is of great benefit and the temporary aid 
given each road helps greatly in the preservation of our en- 
tire road system. Our method of resurfacing these roads 
with pea stone has proven very satisfactory and the surface 
thus applied has stood up in all kinds of weather. 


It has been necessary to repatch Central Ave., Menauhant, 
this road received very heavy damage from army trucks and 
became almost impassable. 


It is our intention to seal coat this road this year under 
Chapter 90 maintenance. 


Listed below are a number of roads that have been treat- 
ed with a seal coating this past year: 
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North Falmouth Main Street, Buzzards Bay Ave- 
nue, Woods Hole; School Street, Woods Hole; Quissett 
Avenue, Shore Street, Scranton Ave., North Street, 
Woods Hole; Jericho Road, Fresh Pond Road, Waquoit 
East End Road, Seapuit Road, Gifford Street (with 
sand), Gifford Street (with stone), Brick Kiln Road, 
totaling approximately 12 miles. 


Considerable amount of patching and maintenance have 
been necessary on all roads this past year, all roads are now 
in passable and fair condition. All our gravel roads have been 
scraped and graded several times during the year and are 
now in first class condition. 


These roads have in the past been used very hard and 
have occasioned considerable wear due to the heavy traffic 
from army trucks to and from Camp Edwards. 


The drains in most streets have been cleaned and kept 
in first class condition. It has been necessary to install new 
catch basins on Pine Street, North Falmouth, and Sandwich 
Road. The existing drains on these streets were inadequate 
to meet the heavy rains. 


The damage to street signs and fences this year has been 
far in excess of other years. This damage has been occa- 
sioned mostly by the hurricane. It has been necessary to re- 
Piace thirty two signs and considerable sections of cable and 
rail fence. I have. requested in my budget sufficient sums to 
put all fences and signs back in first class condition. 


With very limited help we have been able to take care of 
the four snow storms we have had in the past year. Avail- 
able help has been scarce and it has been necessary to employ 
school boys for this work. 


Of course the hurricane, and high tides and winds have 
raised havoc with our shore roads and beaches. We have not 
attempted to replace Bourne Pond Bridge, but have included 
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the replacement of this bridge in a Chapter 90 appropriation 
for the coming year. 


The approaches to Green Pond Bridge and Great Pond 
Bridge that have been destroyed, have been repaired and are 
now passable. 


Old Silver Beach road and sidewalk, Pine Island Bridge 
road, Chappaquoit Island road, Nobska road, Beach road, 
Grand avenue, Falmouth Heights and Menauhant road, all 
severely damaged have been temporarily rip-rapped and put 
in fairly good temporary condition, so that a two lane traffic 
line may be maintained. 


Considerable damage has been caused by the falling of 
trees during the hurricane and I found it necessary to spend 
considerable time and money to remove these trees so as to 
complete the clearing of the streets for traffic. 


The permanent repair of this hurricane damage, I am 
seeking by an article, to work in conjuction with State and 
County funds. I feel this work is necessary to maintain our 
shore drive and hope for its passage. 


In conclusion I wish to say all trucks and tools and 
machines of all kinds are in first class condition and kept in 
repair at all times. 


I wish to express my thanks and appreciation to the 
heads of all departments and to my entire personnel, and to 
the different contractors who so greatly assisted during the 
hurricane. It will be my endeavor during the coming year to 
render whatever aid it may be possible in restoring our town 
to its normal condition, so that we may enjoy its scenic 
beauty as in the past.

Sir: 
In accordance with your instructions, I have made an 
audit of the books and accounts of the town of Falmouth for 


the period from August 23, 1942, the date of the previous 
audit, to October 18, 1944, and report thereon as follows: 


The records of financial transactions of the several de- 
partments receiving or disbursing money for the town, or 
committing bills for collection, were examined, checked and 
verified by comparison with the reports and records in the 
office of the town accountant. 


The accountant’s ledger was analyzed, the appropriation 
accounts being checked to the record of the town meeting 
votes as recorded by the town clerk. The transfers from the 
reserve fund were compared with the records of the finance 
committee and the recorded receipts and payments were 
checked with the treasurer’s cash book. 


The estimated receipts account was analyzed in detail 
for the period of the audit and all cash receipts were traced 
to the departments in which they originated. 


A trial balance was taken off, the necessary adjustments 
were made,.and a balance sheet showing the financial condi- 
tion of the town on October 18, 1944, was prepared and is ap- 
pended to this report. 


The assessors’ computation of the tax levies of 1943 and 
1944 was examined and checked to the ledger accounts. 


The books and accounts of the town treasurer were ex- 
amined and checked. The cash book was footed and the re- 
corded receipts were checked with the records of the several 
departments collecting money for the town and with other 
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scurces from which money was paid into the town treasury, 
while the payments were checked with the warrants author- 
izing the treasurer to disburse town funds. 


The cash on hand on October 18, 1944, was verified by 
actual count, and the bank balances were reconciled with 
statements furnished by the bank of deposit. 


The debt and interest payments were checked with the 
amounts falling due and with the cancelled securities on file. 


The record of tax titles held by the town was examined 
and checked in detail. The additions to the tax title account 
were compared with the collector’s records, the redemptions 
and foreclosures were verified, and the tax titles on hand 
were listed, reconciled with the accountant’s ledger, and 
checked with the records in the Registry of Deeds. 


The records of tax possessions were checked, the fore- 
closures and sales being proved and reconciled with the ac- 
countant’s ledger and the possessions on hand being listed. 


The savings bank books and securities representing the 
investments of the trust, investment, and retirement funds 
in the custody of the town treasurer and the trustees were 
examined and listed, the income being proved and the trans- 
fers to the town and expenditures being verified. 


The books and accounts of the tax collector were exam- 
ined and checked in detail. The taxes outstanding according 
to the previous audit and all subsequent commitments were 
audited and reconciled with the warrants of the assessors. 
The recorded collections were compared with the payments to 
the treasurer and the town accountant’s books; the abate- 
ments, as recorded, were compared with the assessors’ record 
of abatements granted, and the outstanding accounts were 
listed and reconciled with the town accountant’s ledger. 


The outstanding accounts were verified by mailing notices 
to a number of persons whose names appeared on the books 
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as owing money to the town, and from the replies received it 
appears that the accounts, as listed, are correct. 


The town clerk’s records of receipts from dog, sporting 
‘and other licenses, as well as from permits, were examined 
and checked, the payments to the State and the town treas- 
urer being verified. 


The selectmen’s records of licenses and permits issued 
were examined and checked in detail, the stubs were checked 
with the cash book entries, the cash book was analyzed, and 
the payments to the treasurer were compared with the treas- 
urer’s and the accountant’s books. The records of liquor 
licenses issued were checked with information obtained from 
the Alcoholic Beverages Control Commission. 


The records of departmental accounts receivable were 
examined and checked. The commitments were proved, the 
recorded payments to the treasurer. were compared with the 
treasurer’s cash book, the abatements were checked with the 
records in the departments authorized to grant such credits, 
and the outstanding accounts were listed and reconciled with 
the accountant’s ledger. 


The records of water department accounts receivable 
were examined and checked in detail. The commitments were 
proved and compared with the water registrar’s reports to 
the town treasurer and. the town accountant. The cash book 
was analyzed, the refunds and abatements were verified, the 
liened accounts added to taxes were proved, and the out- 
standing accounts were listed, verified by mailing notices to 
a number of consumers, and reconciled with the account- 
ant’s ledger. 


In addition to the departments and accounts mentioned, 
the books and accounts of the sealer of weights and measures, 
of the plumbing inspector, as well as of the police, fire, health, 
school and library departments were examined and checked 
and payments to the treasurer were verified. 
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The surety bonds of the town officials required by law to 
furnish them for the faithful performance of their duties 
were examined and found to be in proper form. 


In addition to the balance sheet, there are appended to 
this report schedules showing a reconciliation of the treas- 
urer’s and the tax collector’s cash, summaries of the tax, tax 
title, tax possessions, departmental and water accounts, as 
well as schedules showing the transactions and condition of 
the trust, investment, and retirements funds. 


For the cooperation received from the several town offi- 
cials during the progress of the audit, I wish, on behalf of 
my assistants and for myself, to express appreciation.

There was a marked decrease in reportable diseases dur- 
ing the year 1944 over 1943. 
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The annual diphtheria immunization clinics were held 
on September 28, October 19th, November 9th and November 
30th under the supervision of the Health Department, School 
Department and Falmouth Nursing Association. The inocula- 
tions were given by Dr. A. P. Goff, County Health Officer. 
Seventy-eight pre-school children and seven school children 
were immunized. This makes a total of 2,369 diphtheria im- 
munizations in the clinics since they were started in 1923. 
Many others have been immunized by their own family phy- 
sicians. 


Milk and cream samples have been tested according to 
the annual custom and all samples were found to be above 
the standard of the State Requirements. The reports of all 
tests are on file in the Health Department and may be seen 
by anyone wishing to do so. 


All cattle barns have been inspected according to the 
State Regulations; also cattle have been inspected, tested and 
inoculated as required. The number so tested is as follows: 
Herd 107, Cows 272, Young 40, Bulls 12 and Steers 6, making 
a total of 330. 


Water samples have been tested when requested and 
found to be of good quality and safe for drinking. 


Thirty dogs have been reported for biting during the year 
and all quarantined for the fourteen day period as required 
by law. All dogs were healthy and showed no symptoms of 
rabies. 


All recreational and overnight camps in the town have 
peen inspected and approved by the State Department of Pub- 
lic Health for sanitation and water supplies. 


Every complaint received during the year has been in- 
vestigated and officially acted upon. We would like to call 
attention to the townspeople to co-operate with this depart- 
ment in keeping the highways and roadside free from rub- 
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bish and.offensive matter. All trucks transporting rubbish 
and swill are required to be properly covered. ia 


Restaurants and stores have been inspected and recom- 
mended changes have been made. 


Wasserman tubes, serums and vaccines are kept on hand 
at all times and are given to physicians at their request. 


This department is grateful to the physicians of the 
town, Dr. Julius Kelley of the Barnstable County Sanatorium, 
Falmouth Nursing Association, the School Department and 
all other co-operating agencies for their support and assist- 
ance during the year. We consider the health of the com- 
munity in a very satisfactory condition.

There was a great loss of trees due to the hurricane but 
the branches and stumps were cleaned up as promptly as 
was possible and I think in a satisfactory way. I was greatly 
handicapped at this time by the shortage of labor. There 
were one hundred and twenty-six trees saved that had been 
partly uprooted. There is still hurricane work to be done. 


Trees have been trimmed throughout the town, many 
fertilized and new ones planted.

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Thanks to the cooperation of most of the Departments 
in confining their expenditures to budgets appropriated at 
the Annual Town Meeting, your Committee has found that 
the Reserve Fund of $7,500.00 has been adequate to meet the 
normal requirements of the Town. 


Your Committee continued the practice started last year 
of appointing sub-committees to work with the heads of sev- 
eral of the larger Departments. This method has proven 
beneficial in two ways: 


(1) it has been of great assistance to the Finance Com- 
mittee in preparing its recommendations; 


(2) it has been of great assistance to the Department 
heads, in that they, in cooperating with the sub-committees 
have been able to present a clearer and more acceptable bud- 
get to the Finance Committee whose time for study and de- 
liberation is limited. 


During the last few years the question has often arisen 
regarding salaries paid to Falmouth Town Officials compared 
to those paid by other towns in the State. This has brought 
about an investigation by this Committee which finds that 
Falmouth stands in the forefront among the towns in the 
Commonwealth in its scale of salaries paid to town officials, 
even when compared to those up to 15,000 population. 


Our Town’s principal industry is recreation. We should 
do everything possible to encourage and develop this indus- 
try. Your Finance Committee is charged with the respon- 
sibility of recommending to the Town a budget which will 
give the Town good government at a fair cost. A reasonable 
and stable tax rate is a prime factor in influencing prospective 
residents, both summer and permanent, in purchasing and 
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Geveloping property in Falmouth. We again urge every voter 
to support the Finance Committee and to accept its recom- 
mendations at the Town Meeting in every possible case.

After hearing the report of the Sub-Committee on Air-

The Ad- 
visory Committee at present is meeting weekly receiving 
training in its work from representatives of the U. S. Veter- 
ans’ Bureau. They are already handling problems of veterans 
who have been discharged from service. As the need in- 
creases the Advisory Committee is prepared to meet any de- 
mands on its time and resources. 


The Rehabilitation Committee will welcome any con- 
structive suggestions relative to post-war projects for the 
Town.

Gentlemen: 
Following is a report of the Building Commissioner: 


During the past year in accordance with applications 
filed in this office, there have been built, new dwellings in the 
sum of $29,000.00, private garages in the sum of $3,400.00, 
accessory buildings in the sum of $5,375.00. This makes a 
total of $37,775.00 for new construction, and a total of 
$15,555.00 for alterations. 


Building construction during the past year as we are 
aware reached a very low margin. There were no large con- 
structions of a public nature, and the total $53,330.00 is all 
private work. This was due to Federal regulations governing 
the purchase of material. 


There have been a total of 77 building permits issued in 
1944 for both new construction and alterations. 


There were ten hearings held during the year before the 
Board of Selectmen and the Board of Appeals for special per- 
mits and variances of the Zoning By-Laws. 


The loss of buildings damaged or completely destroyed 
by the recent hurricane is estimated at $350,000.00 and in my 
opinion the majority of these buildings will either be rebuilt 
or repaired.

The year of 1944 has been a very bad year as to forest 
fires. It has been exceptionally dry practically the whole year 
and we have had to keep on our toes to keep the fire loss 
down, and had to use more men and apparatus to do same. 


The number of fires was somewhat larger than last year, 
as we had 51 more than 1943. The damage to grass and forest 
land is somewhat larger than last year, but under the cir- 
cumstances which we had to contend with I think we have 
done a fairly good job, to hold the damage to a low figure. 


We will have to have more patrol cars out the coming 
year as conditions in the woods are such that quick action 
will have to be made to avoid large fires.

Would say that permit fires this year have been taken 
care of very good, and incinerator fires fairly good. But would 
like to see an improvement in those lines as they sometimes 
start larger fires which are avoidable. 


The Radio situation this year is at a very important 
stage. The State Department of Conservation are installing 
radio apparatus in their towers and cars on a new wave 
length, and all our present radio equipment will be useless 
as that wave length would be discontinued. It would be a 
great hardship and a loss if our radio system was not in vogue 
as it is a great help at both house and brush fires. 


I am asking the Town to raise and appropriate a sum of 
money for the installation of a new outfit which would make 
us on the same wave length as the State so that we can con- 
tinue using radio for fire protection. 


This year we will have to fight pretty hard and fast to 
control fires in grass and woods. The hurricane of last Sep- 
tember has left its mark in the woods in all sections of the 
Cape. The conditions are very bad in great many areas and 
as warmer weather approaches will be much more so. The 
condition of the woods at the present time will make it quite 
tough to use our Brush Breaker. This piece of apparatus 
which we depend upon as the last resort, will not be able to 
enter the woodland as before the hurricane. The obstruc- 
tion in the woods, such as large trees, etc., prevents the piece 
from entering the wooded sections. To make any headway 
with this Brush Breaker we will have to work some other way 
to fight same. 


We would like to work on fire breaks and do more burn- 
ing where conditions are dangerous and to keep fires away 
from woodland. 


We have responded to some out of town calls but oy as 
many as in the past years. 
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The Forest Wardens in Barnstable County have had sev- 
eral get together conferences this year; to better the condi- 
tion as to forest fire fighting, and through the co-operation 
of E. Ormand Dottridge, District Forest Warden, have re- 
ceived a lot of knowledge and help, which we appreciate very 
much. 


I will again plead with our people to use every precau- 
tion to prevent forest fires this coming season or any other 


time. 


I also want to thank everyone who has helped to keep 
the fire loss down this year.

The Town Survey Committee herewith submits its report 
for the year 1944. 


This year saw increased activity in real estate transfers 
on both year round and summer properties, resulting in many 
inquiries in identifying old deeds for titles and conveyances. 
Although these inquiries usually take a great deal of time to 
answer they do uncover many mistakes in mapping and also 
serve as a check on the area in question. 


Information regarding areas, abutters, Assessors’ list and 
cther appurtenant data was furnished as requested. Tax lien 
descriptions dropped in number and very little work was re- 
quired on tax appeal cases. A complete check was made on 
the real estate owned by the Old Colony R. R. Co. with the 
result that twenty five parcels were added to the assessment. 


Additional work was done on the unplotted areas with 
little progress made. Several parcels in Great Sippewissett 
were located and plotted. Work has been started in resurvey- 
ing the shore line from the Waquoit jetty to Megansett and 
will be continued during the coming year. 


The greater part of the year’s work was office work plot- 
ting the transfers for the past three years and making the 
necessary changes and corrections on the working sheets and 
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the tracings. These deeds have not all been plotted and a new 
set of maps was not printed due to this fact. However, it is 
hoped that this coming year will see an end to the long de- 
lay in bringing these maps up to date.

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There have been 1,383 inspections made during 1944. I 
have issued eleven (11) notices to abate a fire menace, four 
(4) were for violation 148 Sec. 24 (keeping or handling of any 
article that is or may become dangerous to the Public Safety 
as a fire menace, within 50 feet of any building used for 
habitation, etc). Two (2) were for violation of Chapter 148 
Sec. 5 (keeping and accumulation of combustible rubbish, etc., 
which may become dangerous as a fire menace). Five (5) 
‘were for violation of Chapter 148 Sec. 28 par. 8 (Causing ob- 
stacles that may interfere with the means of access or exit 
to be removed, etc.) I have condemned one hot air furnace 
and ordered it removed, its condition being such that it cre- 
ated a serious fire menace. 


I also condemned one chimney and ordered its removal. 
This chimney was built of material that would crack under 
heat and therefore, created a serious fire menace. I ordered 
one to be installed to conform to Section 1 of the Fire Preven- 
tion By-Laws of the Town. 


All violations were corrected with the exception of one 
and that is in the process of being corrected at the present 
time. 


Sometimes I wonder if people stop to think what would 
happen if their homes were destroyed by fire at the present 
time. They would probably find that there were no houses 
available for them to move into, and that there was no lum- 
ber and other materials available for them to build a new 
home. 


Not a pleasant thought by any means, but the stark 
naked truth nevertheless. Due to this critical situation of 
housing and material shortages, I think a few rules to follow 
would be helpful at this time, in the Prevention of Fires: 


1. Never put your trust in a fireproof building — remember 
that the contents are not fire proof. 


2. Never permit a stove to be set up without a metal pro- 
tection being placed on the floor under the stove.

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. Never permit a stovepipe to come in contact with a parti- 


tion—see to it that there is an open space around it. 


. Never allow swinging lamps or any open flame lights near 


any windows or curtains. 


. Never use paper shades or paper or cotton decorations on 


your lamps. 


. Never use candles on Christmas trees. 


. Never throw hot ashes into a wooden barrel or into alleys 


or on the street, nor permit them to be piled up against 
buildings or fences. 


. Never start a bonfire near a building. 
. Never permit a child to start a bonfire or go near it. 


. Never permit rubbish, greasy or oily rags, paper and use- 


less waste to accumulate in and around buildings. 


. Never put kindling wood in the oven to dry. 


. Never hang clothing or dish towels near the stove or 


smokepipe. 


. Never smoke in bed. 


. Never throw a lighted cigar, cigarette or ashes from a pipe 


in a place where it might start a fire. 


. Never light a match unless you want to start a fire for 


something that is needed. 


. Never leave matches around where children can reach 


them. 


. Never permit children under age to play with matches. 
. Never light a match in a closet or attic where clothes are 


kept—the head of the match may fly off and set the 
clothing on fire. 


Never permit gasoline, benzine, or naphtha to be kept in 
the house. 


Never allow anyone to wash clothes or other articles in 
gasoline, benzine, or naphtha in the house. 
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. Never throw gasoline, benzine, or naphtha into a sink, 


cesspool or sewer. 


. Never start a fire with kerosene, gasoline or naphtha. 
. Never fill a lamp or gasoline stove when it is lighted. 


. Never throw water on flames which start from kerosene 


oil, as it tends to spread the blaze. Smother the flames 
with a rug, quilt or heavy clothing, etc. 


. Never clean beds with highly inflammable liquids. 
. Never polish a stove while there is any fire in it. 
. Never leave a lamp burning when you leave the house. 


. Never leave lamp with the light turned down low — it is 


liable to cause an explosion. 


. Never take short cuts when lighting oil burners, follow 


manufacturer’s directions, they are safer. 


. Never take it for granted that you won’t ever have a fire. 


It could happen. 


. Always study to prevent fires in your home or place of 


business. 


. Always give attention to fire prevention — an ounce of 


prevention is worth a pound of cure. 


. Always remember that to have fire prevention in your 


home is better than to moan over the remains of your 
beloved ones, or to be forced to accept the sympathy of 
your neighbors over your loss. 


. Always remember that a house of merriment is better 


than a house of mourning. 


. Always be prepared to put out fires before they become 


dangerous. 


. Always be prepared in case of a fire to save every person 


in your building. Plan before the fire occurs.

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. Always know where the nearest fire alarm box is situated, 


and keep the call number of your fire department in plain 
sight near the telephone. 


. Always call the fire department as soon as the fire is dis-

Always keep your supply of matches in a metal box 
throughout the home. 


Always remember that the flames of the match improper- 
ly, thoughtlessly, or wantonly applied, result in the de- 
struction of property and in death. 


Always extinguish a lighted match before you throw it 
away. . 


. Always see that all lamps are filled by daylight, burner 


kept clean and wicks changed often. 


. Always have your chimneys, stove pipes and stove exam- 


ined and cleaned at least once a year and oftener if neces- 
sary to avoid any danger of fire. 


. Always see that your stove or range is in good condition, 


and that no spark or live coal can fall on the floor. 


Always see that all ashes are placed in a tightly closed 
metal receptacle. 


Always plan to have some means of extinguishment on 
each floor in the house to put out a starting fire. 


Always keep your buildings clean from rubbish, etc. 


Always insist on a fire resisting material to cover the 
roofs of your buildings—a shingle roof is the best kind of 
a fire catcher. 


. Always remember that all fires are the same size at the 


start and can be readily extinguished if you have an ex- 
tinguisher at hand. 
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In compliance with your orders the Junior Callmen ranks 
have been lowered to a crew of eight men. They are D. Baldic 
(Capt.), C. MacDougall (Lieut.), J. Osborne, A. Carlson, J. 
Farrell, E. Allen, C. Corey, G. Fish, and E. Young (Honorary 
Member). 

These boys have been attending drills and Fire School 
regularly and at the present time are rendering valuable as- 
sistance to the department in an efficient and capable man- 
ner.

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REPORT OF FIRE ALARM DIVISION 


Acting Chief William H. Denham 
Falmouth Fire Department 
Falmouth, Massachusetts. 


Sir: 
In compliance with departmental orders, I hereby sub- 


mit my annual report in connection with the Fire Alarm Sys- 
tem for which I am responsible. 


The hurricane of September 1944 did considerable damage 
to the Fire Alarm system, causing it to be out of service for 
several weeks, a large number of poles were blown down, much 
equipment was burned out, due to high tension wires coming 
in contact with our fire alarm wires, also most of the duplex 
wires that we have in the fire alarm system have become 
stretched out causing the insulation to be broken; this allows 
dampness to enter the cable and in return causes a lot of 
trouble in wet weather. 


I have included in my budget this year, for enough wire 
to replace most of the duplex wire that is giving trouble. 


The section of the fire alarm circuits that are in need of 
repair are as follows: 


Circuit #1. East Falmouth—The duplex cable from the 
Teaticket School to the East Falmouth Station is in very poor 
shape and should be replaced, also from Lawrence’s Sandwich 
Depot down Nantucket Ave. to Grand Ave. south should be 
replaced. 


Circuit #2. Town—Several sections on Main Street and 
Depot Ave. should be replaced. 


Circuit #3. Woods Hole—A short section of duplex cable 
on the Penzance Road should be replaced. I have replaced 
the cable from the Quissett four corners to Millfield St., via 
Quissett Ave. with a new wire, as the old cable was in very 
poor shape. 
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Circuit #4.—Duplex cable from headquarters up Gifford 
Street through Jones Road to Palmer Ave. is in very poor 
shape and should also be replaced. If it had not been for the 
hurricane and high winds since the time of the hurricane, I 
think that the wire would have gone another two or three 
years without giving too much trouble. 


The North Falmouth circuit was hit the hardest of all, 
and I removed some of the tough spots as I went along after 
the hurricane but there are a few more places to work on so 
Iam asking for a lot of wire this year to put the system back 
in perfect working order. 


All fire alarm boxes and gongs that were burned out have 
since been returned from the factory and are now back in 
service. 


There is a lot of work to be done on the outside wires, as 
the Cape & Vineyard Light Co. are setting a lot of new poles 
replacing those that were damaged by the hurricane. I will 
have to go over all the circuits and pull up slack wires and 
change over a lot of cross-arms, etc., when they are through. 


Mr. Fred Gaskell was kind to help me with the work on 
the fire alarm system, and I found him to be of great help in 
getting the system back in working condition. 


Mr. Charles F. Smith, Engineer from the Gamewell Signal 
Co. of Newton Upper Falls, Mass., came to Falmouth after the 
hurricane and offered his services. I found him very useful 
in the three days he was working with me. 


I wish at this time to convey my thanks and appreciation 
to Deputy Chief George Ferris, and Private Fred Fish for giv- 
ing up their days off to help out on the work getting the fire 
system in order. 


In September 1944 a fire alarm box and a gong was 
burned out due to an electrical contact and these had to be 
sent to the factory for repairs; they have since been re- 
turned to me and are back in service. All fire alarm boxes 
were painted this past spring and should not need painting 
for another year.

I have checked over and tested each box at least once a 
month and have found them to be in good working order. 


The traffic lights at the Quissett four corners are work- 
ing properly and have required very little service with the 
exception of bulbs. I would suggest that they be given a new 
coat of paint this year to protect them from the weather. 


I have again assisted the different departments of the 
Town in an electrical capacity and have been called again by 
the U. S. O. to install Christmas lights on the building and 
tree. 


The Massachusetts Department of Conservation have 
changed all their radios in the Fire Towers to Frequency 
Modulation, and to a new wave length of 31,340 KC. In order 
for us to renew our radio license it will be necessary for us to 
change over with them to F. M. 


I would suggest that we install a new F. M. transmitter 
and receiver for Headquarters and buy one or two mobile 
units until after the war. I can’t see any other way out of it, 
and I am sure we can’t afford to be without this means of 
two-way communication. 


I hope that I have satisfied the department in my work 
in connection with the Fire Alarm work for which I am re- 
sponsible and that I may continue to do so.

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REPORT OF THE CHIEF 


The report of the Fire Department activities for the year 
1944 is as follows: 


The man-power situation this year is a little better than 
the year 1943. At the present time we have a full quota of 
full paid men. They are not all Civil Service men, but good 
men with some training, which helps quite a lot. Two Civil 
Service men have retired and one has joined the armed 
forces. A large number of Callmen and Junior Callmen are 
in the Services. 


We still have a small number of Junior Firemen which 
help our department a great deal as they are well trained and 
efficient in Fire Department duties. 


Two new members have been appointed by the Select- 
men to the Board of Engineers, caused by the entry of one 
into the armed services and death of one member. 


Relative to fire losses, I am pleased to report this year 
that our house fire losses are much lower than last year, also 
the number of fires were less, and the lowest since 1939. 


But we still have quite a number of false alarms that 
cost money to the Town. We have had one conviction of a 
party that pulled a false alarm this year. 


Our Fire Prevention Division has grown quite a bit this 
year. This division handles all fire losses, inspection of new 
installation of oil heating, explosives, buildings, etc. This is 
a very necessary department to have. The man in charge has 
to know all State and Town regulations in all cases, and some 
are quite complicated. I am very pleased and proud of this 
department and I think it is of great help in preventing fires 
in the town. 


As usual on the invitation of Rev. John Kelley, our Chap- 
lain, and member of the department, attended Firemen’s 
Memorial Services at St. Patrick’s Church on Sunday, June 
11th. A very fine and impressive service, after which we had 
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a Communion breakfast at the Parish house. Following this 
the boys and our chaplain visited the graves of the departed 
firemen. A short prayer and flowers were placed on each 
grave. During the memorial service a special prayer was 
offered for the boys in the services. 


Hurricane, September 1944—-Here are some facts about 
the work of the department during the hurricane and after. 


All members of the Department were ordered on duty at 
6 P. M. on the night of September 14th, and remained on duty 
all night. 


The fire alarm service went out very early in the evening, 
and would say that the damage done to the fire alarm system 
was about double that of 1938 storm. It required a lot of work 
to get same in working condition again. Some ten miles of 
new wire, equipment, boxes, etc., were renewed. We had to 
have a new pole, wire, etc. Some of the regular men assisted 
our Fire Dept. Supt. to repair this system. At this writing the 
Fire Alarm System is O. K. with all circuits, etc. in commis- 
sion. 


The radio came in very handy during this storm as most 
of the telephones were out. This enabled us to contact other 
stations and also emergency calls for private parties. After 
the storm we pumped out cellars as an emergency with the 
help of the pump loaned by the Coast Guard and the Water 
Dept. We did quite an amount of evacuation work and patrol. 


I want to thank all the members of the Department from 
the Deputy Chief down for their efficient work during that 
emergency. 


One great loss to the Department and also to the Town 
is the death of Engineer Edward K. Dean who was a member 
of the Board for nine years and his help in the matter of 
business, etc. of the Department will be greatly missed.

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Our First Aid men did quite a lot of work during the past 
year on drowning cases and resuscitation cases. Also one out 
of town case aiding at an accidental electrocution case. 


The radio situation this year is not a very bright pro- 
spect. The State has new equipment which is being installed 
in the Fire Towers and motor vehicles. This new apparatus 
calls for a new wave length in our Department as well as 
others throughout the Barnstable County and Plymouth 
County. Radio is a great help in fire fighting both house and 
torest fires, and in order to function properly, I shall have to 
ask the Town for an appropriation in order to work in con- 
junction with the State. 


Our Drill School was continued this year at all stations 
and also all hose has been tested. Last year a very small 
amount of hose was bought, but we are in need of some this 
year. We are also asking this year for a fog nozzle and ap- 
plicators to extinguish oil and gas fires. It will make it 
cheaper and more efficient to fight fires that way. 


As to purchase of equipment, etc., this year conditions 
look much better for purchasing same.

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Report of Public Welfare 


The Board of Public Welfare has expended $27,616.04 for 
General Relief. From this amount $4,059.91 is deductible as 
aid given cases that are chargeable to other Towns, Cities, 
and State. This leaves a balance of $23,556.13 as a net cost 
to the Town of Falmouth. 


A total expenditure of $18,249.46 was made under Aid to 
Dependent Children. A credit of $10,699.60 has been received 
as reimbursement from Federal and State governments, 
which leaves a net cost of $7,549.85 to the Town of Falmouth. 


The substantial reduction in cost of General Relief is 
largely due to the prevailing opportunities for full employ- 
ment. We have endeavored to carefully investigate each case, 
so that the full intent and purpose of General Relief would 
be properly administered. 


There are twenty-one families receiving assistance under 
Aid to Dependent Children. The children have received phy- 
sical examinations and all abnormal conditions of the throat, 
nose, eye and ear have been corrected or are in the process 
of being properly treated. The importance of maintaining 
good health in the children—receiving aid under this depart- 
ment—is constantly stressed by the state authorities, so that 
these defects might be corrected in the early stages, thereby 
preventing physical disability in later life. 
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The department gratefully acknowledges the assistance 
of the Nursing Association, the School Nurse, Miss Madeleine 
P,. Wetherbee of the Child Welfare Service, and the agent of 
the S. P. C. C. 


Miss Alice R. Soares is serving as Clerk and Mr. Jayme 
M. Franco as Investigator for the Board of Public Health.

Report of West Falmouth Library 


January 8, 1945.

Gentlemen: 


One hundred and sixty books have been added to the 
library during the past year; thirty-one of them juvenile, 
twenty-nine non-fiction, and the remainder fiction for young 
people and older readers. A considerable number of these 
came from the library of the late Mr. Arthur Fiske, who 
specifically bequeathed all of his Cape Cod collection to West 
Falmouth library. We have received from the Self Starters’ 
Club the magazine Life, and the Atlantic and Natural History 
magazines have also been donated. Further gifts include a 
valuable clipper ship picture from the Fiske estate, and a 
Frances Willard portrait from the West Falmouth W. C. T. U. 


Our total circulation has been 3600 books and magazines. 
The busiest days were between July 7th and August 23rd, 
when one-third of the year’s output was made. The largest 
humber for any one day was 131 books and magazines, on 
August 15th. The readers from servicemen’s families are now 
very few. 


Nearly three hundred books have been collected and sent 
to the Victory Book Committee in Boston for the libraries of 
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ships. The library has been continuously used as a Red Cross 
workroom and 19,319 surgical dressings have been made there 
during the year 1944. A number of community meetings have 
also been held in the auditorium. :

Report of School Committee 


During the year the School Committee has held twelve 
regular and three special meetings. A detailed financial re- 
port will be found in the report of the Superintendent which 
follows. 


In January 1944 teachers from all schools were invited 
to attend a meeting to discuss a proposed survey and rein- 
tegration of all the English work in the Falmouth schools. 
At this meeting an English Committee was organized and 
sub-committees appointed to go ahead with the work. Dur- 
ing the year these committees have been functioning much 
has been accomplished and a tentative program has been 
drawn up. The work is still in a formative stage and will 
continue with the object in view of a continuous, integrated 
program in English from the sub-primary through the high 
school. 


At the close of school in June we received the resigna- 
tion of Mrs. Ruth H. Underwood, who for twenty years has 
been head of the Household Arts Department, and Lunch 
Room Manager. Mrs. Underwood is responsible for the 
srowth of our school lunch from a one-sandwich affair 
housed in what is now the history room in Lawrence High 
School, to the present modern and efficient cafeteria, serv- 
ing three schools and considered by the State Department of 
Education one of the best in the Commonwealth, irrespective 
of size. In her first report back in 1924, Mrs. Underwood 
mentioned having increased the sale of milk from four toa 
twenty-four bottles per day. The daily average now is 600 
bottles, not to mention the 250 additional bottles sold daily 
in the outlying elementary schools. All school lunch menus 
are planned by a trained dietitian and a complete meal in- 
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cluding hot dish, milk and dessert can be had for fifteen 
cents. 


In the Village School where there are two rooms for each 
grade it has been the practice to assign pupils to A or B divi- , 
sions according to ability. Commencing September 1944 this 
plan was discontinued and pupils were assigned to their grade 
room alphabetically without regard to ability. The two rooms 
for each. grade are now equally graded and doing the same 
work. 


During the early part of the year there was considerable 
agitation in Falmouth, and throughout the country generally, 
about juvenile delinquency. In order to meet this condition 
the Committee thought it advisable to appoint an attendance 
officer on full time and selected Sergeant Arthur F. Hamilton 
of the local police department. Sgt. Hamilton has the per- 
sonal qualifications for the position as well as fourteen years 
as police officer in contact with school authorities, parents 
and children. The new plan is already beginning to show 
good results. 


Due to the hurricane of 14 September 1944, the absence 
of electric power and the hazards of school bus transporta- 
tion, made it seem advisable to close schools for six days, 
September 15th to 22nd. 


Attention is called to the fact that although the total 
budget expenditure for 1944 was $199,471.88, refunds to the 
amount of $20,211.59 reduced the net cost to the Town to 
$179,260.29. , 


The Committee wishes to express its appreciation to the 
Finance Committee and other town officials for their coop- 
eration and assistance throughout the year.

GENERAL INFORMATION 


Age of Admission to School. Any child who is six years 
of age or who will reach the sixth year on or before the first 
day of April following the opening of school in September may 
be admitted to school, but in every case the admission of a 
child under six shall be dependent upon the fitness of the 
child to profit by the work of the school, such fitness to be 
determined by the superintendent. Pupils under the age of 
seven who have not previcusly attended school shall not be 
permitted to enter later than thirty days after the opening 
of school in September.

Vaccination. All children must be vaccinated before en- 
tering school. 

Excuses for Absences and Tardiness. Teachers shall re- 
quire a written excuse from parent or guardian for each ab- 
sence or tardiness. 

School Attendance, (Extracts from General Laws.) 
Chapter 76, Sec. 1.—“‘Every child between seven and sixteen, 
except a child between fourteen and sixteen who meets the 
requirements for the completion of the sixth grade... and 
who holds a permit for employment ... and is regularly em- 
ployed thereunder for at least six hours per day, or a child 
between fourteen and sixteen who meets said requirements 
...and has the written permission of the superintendent of 
schools of said town to engage in non-wage-earning employ- 
ment at home... shall... attend a public day school in 
said town ... during the entire time the public schools are 
in session,” ... 

Chapter 76, Sec. 2——‘“Every person in control of a child 
described in the preceding section shall cause him to attend 
school as therein required, and, if he fails so to do... he 
shall ... be punished by a fine”...

To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Falmouth, Mass. 


Gentlemen: 


The Woods Hole Public Library continues to serve the 
village throughout the year, the summer season naturally, 
being very active. The number of books taken out in 1944 was 
somewhat larger than in 1943. 164 books were added either 
by purchase or by gift. Twenty one magazines are currently 
received. 


The contribution of $350 from the Town of Falmouth 
amounts to about one-third of the total Library budget. The 
remainder is made up by dues from regular and sustaining 
members, and by the proceeds of an annual play, concert, or 
lecture. This year Mr. Charles R. Knight spoke on prehistoric 
animals and man, illustrating his remarks with reproductions 
of his own paintings.

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Report of the Planning Board 


January 22, 1945. 


To the Honorable Board of Selectmen, 
Falmouth, Massachusetts. 


Gentlemen: 


While the continuance of the war has precluded the sug- 
gestion by the Planning Board of any extensive projects, it 
has during the past year devoted its attention to various mat- 
ters suitable for its consideration. 


Due to the changing conditions throughout the Town, 
the desirability of certain changes in the Zoning By-Laws 
has been discussed. It has been apparent that there are from 
time to time instances where certain houses or other build- 
ings situated in residential districts might better serve the 
public needs if such houses or buildings could be re-arranged 
into apartments. 


The Planning Board has given this matter serious con- 
sideration and while it is reluctant to recommend any changes 
that may react unfavorably in residential districts, it feels 
that the Zoning By-Laws might be broadened sufficiently to 
permit such changes when the public convenience and wel- 
fare will be better served, if the general status of the neigh- 
borhood will not be impaired. 
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Accordingly the Planning Board has submitted for the 
consideration of the voters an Article designed to amend the 
Zoning By-Laws in this respect, having in mind that in grant- 
ing any permits for such alterations the Board of Appeals 
will carefully consider all applications and impose suitable 
and proper conditions and safeguards. 


It has also been brought to the attention of the Planning 
Board that the Zoning By-Laws do not make provision for 
bath houses and other structures on our beaches which are 
generally in single residence districts. 


While it is obvious to the Board that it should not be 
necessary to require the same area and side line restrictions 
for a small bath house that are considered necessary in resi- 
dential districts, and while small bath houses have always 
been recognized as necessary for the convenience of bathers, 
the Planning Board is of the opinion that the recent tendency 
to design and construct bath houses in a manner suitable for 
residential purposes could readily result in obscuring the view 
of our shore which is one of Falmouth’s greatest assets. 


The above mentioned Article also contains for the con- 
sideration of the voters a provision for adding a new section 
which with certain restrictions would legalize the erection of 
hath houses.

Gentlemen: 


The Aviation Committee with the advisory members, John 
P. Sylvia, Jr.. and Guy A. Ham, Jr., continued the arrange- 
ment with the Coonamessett Ranch Company, the Town being 
a tenant at will of the Coonamessett Ranch Company at a 
rental of $50. per month for the airport. 


The Committee feels the Town should keep the airport 
under control as the future of aviation is yet unknown but 
sure to be greatly expanded after the war and the Town 
should have some airport facilities available as soon as 
civilian flying can be resumed again. 


Post War Program allotments to Towns for airport im- 
provements have been investigated by the Committee who 
found that any funds would be subject to Government and 
State appropriations before allotments could be made to 
Towns. 


The Committee has an unexpended balance of $229.54 af- 
ter all bills are paid to Feb. 1, 1945 and is asking for an ap- 
propriation this year of $500. which will make the sum of 
$729.54 available to pay the rental of $600. and leaving a small 
balance for rolling and mowing the field and other expenses.

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Report of Water Commissioners 


To the Citizens of the Town of Falmouth: 


We respectfully submit the following report covering the 
operations of the Town Water Works for the year 1944: 


As in the previous war years, our work has consisted 
mainly of general maintenance and upkeep. There have been 
no new extensions of mains. A major improvement to the 
system was made by lining of some 10,500 ft. of pipe in the 
ground between the Pumping Station and West Falmouth. The 
normal number of renewals of worn out services has been made 
with copper tubing which is now available in limited quanti- 
ties for underground use. There was a slight increase in the 
number of new services to dwellings and stores. 


Progress has been made towards taking over the wellfield 
and Pumping Station near the Fresh Pond Road, as voted at 
the Annual Meeting. The necessary legal steps have been 
taken to obtain possession of the land and equipment, and 
although final papers have not been passed by the Govern- 
ment, we have been able to proceed with a study of such 
changes as are required to incorporate this unit into the 
water system, and it is available now for use in an emer- 
gency. 


Most of the large services supplying the Navy at Woods 
Hole and the Army at Washburn Island have been discon- 
tinued. We still supply considerable water to the former Rob- 
bins Laundry, to the Housing Development on Scranton Ave., 
and the various branches of the service in Woods Hole. 


The Hurricane of September 14th destroyed the pipe line 
supply Acapesket and put out of commission one of our 
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two 8” lines between Falmouth Heights and Maravista. Dam- 
age was also done to our electrical lines connecting the 
various standpipes and Pumping Station. However, no one 
was without water at any time as Acapesket was closed for 
the season. Pressures dropped in some parts of Town until 
the proper gates on the Beach Road were closed, which was 
done by 10 o’clock the morning after the storm. 


We have frequently had trouble with the 6” line crossing 
the creek near the East end of Hog Island Harbor in West 
Falmouth and a substitute pipe had been laid across the 
bridge at that point, but not connected up. The Hurricane 
caused a very bad leak to start in the underwater line, so we 
cut in the bridge line and discontinued the other. 


One of the dryest seasons for years resulted in a heavy 
demand on the pumping facilities during June and July. All 
night operation of the pumps was required to keep sufficient 
water so that fire pressures could be maintained. Lining of 
the main to West Falmouth, which is now about half com- 
pleted, will greatly improve the flow to the north, and by re- 
cucing the back pressure, will make it easier to supply all 
standpipes. 


Well Field: 


In accordance with the vote of the Town, the Selectmen 
made a taking on September 13, of the land on which the 
Waquoit well field is located and, although settlement has not 
yet been made for all the parcels, the Town has possession of 
the land. We have proceeded to do some work in improving 
and maintaining it, particuarly clearing of fallen trees which 
were damaged by the Hurricane. The development consists 
of forty 21%” ttibular wells connected to a pumping station 
equipped with electrically driven centrifugal pump with an 
emergency gas engine driven pump and other incidental 
equipment. It has a rated capacity of 500 gallons per minute. 
There is also an 8” pipe line connected with our main on State 
Road and 1500 ft. of 8” pipe along the State Road. We have 
tested this plant in actual operation by supplying the Waquoit 
section, and feel that it is a distinct addition to our system.

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Mr. Eugene E. C. Swift died on November 13, 1944. For 
28 years he had been a Water Commissioner, and Chairman of 
the Board for the last 18 years. Continued failing health 
made it advisable for Mr. Swift to resign on March 13, 1944. 
Mr. Swift’s loss was mourned by the townspeople for whom 
he had given many years of loyal service. His name will long 
be remembered in connection with the water system, for his 
term of office embraced a period of development during 
which the value of the plant increased from $359,940.08 to 
$1,076,455.45 and included the complete rebuilding and renov- 
ation of the pumping equipment, new standpipe at Woods 
Hole, installation of meters and cement lining of pipes in the 
ground. 


Mr. Swift’s career was notable for his ability to make 
friends with people in all walks of life and to help all who 
came to him for advice or assistance. The members of the 
Water Department welcome this opportunity to pay loyal 
tribute to Eugene E. C. Swift, Jr., as guide, counsellor and 
friend. 


Organization 


At the Annual Town Meeting in February, Charles F. 
Holden was reelected for a 3 year term. Mr. Swift resigned 
March 13, 1944, and at a joint meeting of the remaining mem- 
bers of the Board, with the Selectmen, James E. Lowey was 
apointed to fill the vacancy until the next Annual Meeting. 


On September 13, Charles F. Holden resigned, due to his 
having assumed business interests out of town. The Board 
reorganized with Mr. Charles E. L. Gifford as Chairman, and 
upon Mr. Lowey’s appointment, again reorganized with Mr. 
Gifford as chairman and Mr. Lowey as Secretary. 


The operating staff continued essentially the same as in 
1943 up to October, with John C. Moore, Supt., and George 
A. Griffin, Engineer and Registrar, and Austin E. Perry, Chief 
Engineer of the Pumping Station. 


On October 13, 1944, John C. Moore, having reached the 
age for voluntary retirement, retired at his own request, but 
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Gue to the large amount of unfinished work, he was re- 
engaged under the Emergency Act of 1942 to continue tem- 
porarily. He finally retired on December 13, but will be avail- 
able for special work as required. We wish to commend him 
at this time for his long and faithful service of 19 years and 
regret that he decided to retire from active work with the 
department. 


The work of his department was then placed in charge of 
George A. Griffin, who with the title of Superintendent, now 
has supervision of both the office and the outside work. 


Maintenance 


Total water pumped during 1944 was 323,203,000 gallons, 
it being less than in 1943. This decrease is largely due to our 
taking water from the Bourne Water District for North and 
West Falmouth for about 74 days from September to Decem- 
per. This was necessitated by our having to shut off the 
main line from the Pumping Station while it was being lined 
in place with cement. Although we had a very dry season, 
there was not as much lawn sprinkling as usual, perhaps due 
to the excessive drought which made it appear useless to try 
to save lawns. 


Again the value of the meter system was shown by the 
great reduction in a single day’s pumping, the maximum be- 
ing 2,081,000 gallons against 3,118,000 gallons in 1934 before 
metering. At the rate water was used at that time and with 
the increase in population, we should not have been able even 
with all pumps going, to supply the demand. 


All hydrants, of which there are now 487, were inspected 
and operated to see if in good order. At the approach of cold 
weather another inspection was made to test for leakage and 
drainage. A few which did not drain freely after use were 
dug up and porous material packed around the base. This is 
necessary to prevent freezing after use. Eight hydrants were 
broken by automobiles. 


As previously noted, the Hurricane caused a serious leak 
in the West Falmouth river crossing, the destruction of the. 
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pipe trestle over Great Pond Inlet, and the cracking of an 
8” main on the shore side of the Beach Road, between the 
Heights and Maravista. The damage at this point apparently 
resulted from a concrete sea wall, which toppled onto it after 
the road was washed out. Several service pipes were broken 
along the Shore Road east of Maravista and some little time 
was spent locating these, because of the large amount of 
sand washed in. 


During the winter our crews kept hydrants clear of snow 
after each storm. 


Meters: 


A total of 14 meters were installed on all new services 
and 18 services formerly on flat rate were metered by using 
pits to prevent freezing. Certain meters in very exposed 
places were packed with insulating material. 


The policy of calling in all meters removed for the win- 
ter has been continued and although it makes more work for 
eur force, we have been well repaid by having fewer broken 
meters and fewer cases of meters being put in backwards by 
careless workmen. We also have a chance to test the meter 
and to get a final reading on houses closed for the season. 


Water Treatment 


With the purpose of preventing the formation of rust in 
the mains which causes discoloration, we have continued the 
lime treatment by adding very small amounts of milk of lime. 
The so-called Chloramine process is also used to sterilize the 
water against possible contamination. This also helps prevent 
the formation of tubercles in the mains. The latter eventually 
fill up the pipe, largely reducing its carrying capacity. The 
treatment has been closely supervised by Metcalf & Eddy, 
who make monthly tests in their laboratory and by the State 
Department of Health, which takes regular samples and has 
made several tests to determine the results of treatment. 
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Pipe Cleaning and Lining 

In June, about 2 miles of 6” main on the Davisville Road 
were cleaned by the National Water Main Cleaning Co. This 
line, which had last been cleaned in 1938 was so badly tuber- 
culated that fire pressure at the end of the line was very poor. 
Other lines which need cleaning had to be passed over be- 
cause the contractor had so many demands for war work. 


The major item of new work consisted of lining in place 
with cement by the Tate process, of 2153 feet of 12” and 8325 
feet of 10” mains from the West Falmouth standpipe, south 
to Succonessett Hills on the State Road. This woik started 
right after Labor Day and continued up to cold weather when 
freezing postponed until spring, lining the remainder of the 
main to the Pumping Station. This was a difficult piece of 
work because it was found that there were many kinks in 
the line, also several fittings that had not been shown on the 
plans, made when it was laid in 1903, and quite a few services 
and hydrants that had to be dug up and disconnected. Be- 
sides this, the Contractor had the usual labor troubles preva- 
lent in these war days, and not only found it hard to get 
enough men, but such as he could get were uncertain. Credit 
should also be given the Tate Pipe Lining Co. for using its 
best efforts to do an entirely satisfactory job under adverse 
conditions, but their cooperation and our close inspection re- 
sulted in a very good job. 


Throughout this report it can be seen how large a part 
of our work is the fire protection service, the care of and re- 
pairs to hydrants, insured by frequent tests and inspections, 
the prompt repair and replacement of hydrants damaged by 
automobiles of which there were 8 during the year, and most 
important, the cleaning and lining of mains, which added up 
to a total cost of $15,578.47. If it were not for maintaining 
hydrants and full pressure in them, the domestic demands 
could easily be met with small pipes and one standpipe. The 
large mains, even when filled up by tuberculation, would for 
many years be ample for all household needs. We feel now, 
as we have in the past, that the cost of furnishing hydrants 
and increased diameter of mains necessary to furnish the re- 
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quired amount of water for use, hydrants and their mainten- 
ance should be borne by every tax payer and not by just the 
water consumers. 


Financial 


Our total receipts for 1944 amounted to $78,615.05, which 
is only about $100. greater than 1943. The Federal Housing 
Development and the Quartermaster Laundry and the re- 
maining government services, as well as some increase in use 
by summer residents and a few new services, offset the large 
government revenue received in 1942. 


Our Accounts Receivable, which was reduced in 1943 
largely due to the discount of 10%, which takers took ad- 
vantage of, remained about the same as at the end of 1943. 
About one half of this outstanding is the normal amount of 
bills sent out, but not yet overdue beyond the 60 day discount 
period, and the remainder is of accounts subject to Water 
Liens not yet placed. The 10% discount has proven beneficial 
to the Department in getting prompter payment of bills, as 
well as being appreciated by the water takers. 


Expenditures for the year were $74,795.14, the increase 
over 1943 being largely due to the pipe lining and the pur- 
chase. of the Army Wellfield and land. Maintenance cost 
showed an apparent increase of $2,750.04. Some of this is 
due to charging off part of the pipe lining work as an expense 
rather than an investment and part was due to the increased 
wages voted by the Annual Town Meeting. 


Due to war conditions and restrictions, practically none 
of our new construction program involving labor and mater- 
ials, could be carried out. In order to be prepared when labor 
and materials are again available, some of the funds appro- 
priated for 1943 have been carried over. New estimates for 
needed improvements call for an additional amount of 
$34,300., which is requested in our budget. 


The apparently large surplus credited to the Water De- 
partment is nearly all ear-marked for badly needed improve- 
ments, which when done, will leave but a small working bal- 
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ance of about $14,000. to our credit. We venture to call at- 
tention to the fact that, up to 1926, whenever major improve- 
ments were needed, funds were raised by taxation or by issue 
of bonds. It has not been necessary to do this since 1929 and 
all the outstanding bonds have now been retired. 


Program and Recommendations 


Our program for next year consists of putting the new 
well-field into regular operation, the construction of an 
elevated standpipe in the immediate vicinity of the station and 
reenforcement of mains from the Antlers eastward. Probably 
it will be found feasible to operate the pumps automatically 
when the pressure drops to a predetermined point. There will 
be a check valve so that usually the water pumped at this 
station will supply the Waquoit section. It will be so ar- 
ranged, however, that it can be pumped back toward Town 
when needed. The whole problem in this area has been re- 
ported on by Metcalf & Eddy, after various conferences we 
have held with their engineers. If it is not possible on ac- 
count of war conditions to carry out the whole program, we 
shall do as much as possible. We expect to complete the lin- 
ing of the West Falmouth pipe in the spring and to line the 
12” main from the Pumping Station across country to the 
State Road in Teaticket, also the 12” line to Quissett and 
Woods Hole Standpipes, from the State Road and Quissett 
Avenue. 


Another smaller project is continuation of the 6” line 
en the Trotting Park Road to replace the old 2” line, which 
has failed in many places. 


An article in the Warrant requests an extension of the 
mains to Menauhant. This would comprise approximately 
two miles and a half of main pipe with fifteen or twenty 
hydrants. For such a long stretch, we recommend 8” pipe. 
This would be in the nature of a major extension and would 
have to be approved by the War Production Board in order 
to obtain materials and the present labor.shortage makes it 
doubtful if the project could be carried through this year, 
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even if voted by the Town. As we have previously recom- 
mended, we believe that any large extension to the system 
should be carefully considered with respect to its return on 
the investment and its effect on the system as a whole.

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REPORT OF CHIEF ENGINEER 


January 10, 1945. 


To the Board of Water Commissioners: 
Gentlemen: 
I herewith submit my report for the year 1944. 


The pumping figures for the past year show a decrease 
over those of 1943. Less water was pumped through the win- 
ter months, but more during the spring and summer, as there 
was a noticeable absence of rainfall during that part of the 
year. 


The station was run twenty-four hours a day through 
most of July and August, the longest continuous run being 
from July the third to the thirteenth. 


Long Pond is still at a low level and is about the same as 
last year. 


Engine Room 


The Worthington steam pump has been in operation 
every day the past year, with only minor repair required. An 
average of 340 gals. of water per pound of coal has been ob- 
tained from this pump. 


The Sterling gas engines were run considerably during 
July to maintain the pressure through the peak load. New 
batteries were installed on one of these units the past year. 
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Boiler Room 

The boilers and their appliances are in good condition. 
The blowoff pipe on one is being replaced at this time, and 
with the exception of the valve, was in excellent shape after 
twenty-three years of service. 


Living Rooms 
The repairs to this part of the plant include the papering 
of three rooms, and whitening the ceilings.

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Report of Claims and Suits 


January 23, 1945. 


Board of Selectmen, 
Falmouth, Massachusetts. 


Dear Sirs: 


My report with reference to the claims and suits disposed 
of by the Law Department during the year 1944 and of the 
claims and suits still pending is herewith submitted. 


During the year 1944 there were but few trials and hear- 
ings in cases in which the Town was a party. This was mostly 
hecause many of the pending tax appeal cases were volun- 
tarily withdrawn by the petitioners and others were adjusted 
on terms which appeared to be favorable to the Town. 


It is now apparent, however, that there will be a sub- 
stantial increase of trials and hearings during the year 1945. 
Already nine new petitions have been filed in the Appellate 
Tax Board against the Board of Assessors of Falmouth where- 
in owners of substantial summer estates seek to have the 
assessed valuations of their properties listed. In a few such 
cases those who already have had their assessed valuations 
reduced by the Appellate Tax Board now seek to have even 
these valuations further reduced. 


I am glad to report that up to the present time there ap- 
pear to be no cases which could result in substantial damages 
against the Town. 
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A. CASES DISPOSED OF IN 1944:— 


(1) Jennie C. Fassett Estate vs. Board of Assessors of 
Falmouth (Appellate Tax Board No. X-47550) 


The decision of the Appellate Tax Board on January 13, 
1944 reduced the assessed valuation of this estate from 
$57,500. to $35,000. which disposed of the case. 


(2) Warbasse Association, Inc., vs. Board of Assessors of 
Falmouth (Appellate Tax Board No. 19,999). 


This case was disposed of by the decision of the Appellate 
Tax Board on January 13, 1944 whereby the assessed valua- 
tion was reduced from $100,000. to $60,000. 


(3) Clarence M. Cobb vs. Board of Assessors of Falmouth 
(Appellate Tax Board No. 47904) 


This case was concluded by the decision of the Appellate 
Tax Board on January 13, 1944 in favor of the Board of Asses- 
sors of Falmouth. 


(4) Barbara Prosser Gifford, Administratrix, vs. Board of 
Assessors of Falmouth (Appellate Tax Board No. 
20056) 


Petitioner sought to reduce the 1942 assessed valuation of 
$106,550. on the extensive Prosser Estate on Penzance Point, 
Woods Hole. A decision was handed down in this case on 
January 13, 1944 that the fair cash value of this property in 
1942 was $65,000. 


.(5) Barbara Prosser Gifford, Administratrix, vs. Board 
of Assessors of Falmouth (Appellate Tax Board No. 
21250). 


This was another proceeding based on the same facts ex- 
cept in this proceeding petitioner sought to reduce the 1943 
assessed valuation on this same property. In view of the deci- 
sion in the preceding case this appeal has recently been with- 
crawn. 
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(6) Elizabeth Wallace McGarrah vs. Board of Assessors 
of Falmouth (Appellate Tax Board No. 20710) 


Under its first decision concerning the 1941 assessed 
valuation the Appellate Tax Board had reduced the assessed 
valuation of the McGarrah Estate on Penzance Point, Woods 
Hole, from $102,255. to $75,000. The Board of Assessors there- 
upon reduced the 1942 assessed valuation of this property to 
$75,255. Later they reduced this assessed valuation $255. ad- 
ditional to make it an even $75,000. in order to accord exactly 
with the decision. 

Another petition which sought to further reduce the 1942 
assessed valuation was brought before the Appellate Tax 
Board. This case was heard on almost identically the same 
evidence before the same two members of the Appellate Tax 
Board as that involving the 1941 assessment. There was no 
evidence of any change in conditions. The Appellate Tax 
Board nevertheless decided under date of January 13, 1944 
that the assessed valuation of this same property in 1942 was 
$55,000. although this same Board had decided that the 
assessed valuation of this identical property in 1941 was 
$75,000. From a later discussion with a member of the Appel- 
late Tax Board it would appear that this decision was based 
in part at least on what appears to have been an inexcusable 
mistake. It seems from discussion with this member of the 
Appellate Tax Board that the Appellate Tax Board in their 
consideration of this case gave this $255. reduction in valu- 
ation the same effect as if it were a reduction of $255. in the 
tax bill. If this is the fact of course it would explain why such 
a decision was made. Otherwise there would appear to be no 
reasonable explanation why this Board has placed itself in 
the position of deciding that the same identical property 
without substantial change had a cash market value of 
$75,000. on January 1, 1941 and of only $55,000. on January 1, 
1942, 
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(7) State Street Trust Co., Trustee, vs. Board of Assessors 

of Falmouth (Appellate Tax Board No. X-54679) 
The property involved in this petition is the Edward N. 
Fenno Estate. In 1943 it was assessed at a valuation of $40,000.

As the results of conferences this case has been adjusted and 
has thus been disposed of. 


(8) E. Sohier Welch, Guardians and Trustees, vs. Board 
of Assessors of Falmouth (Appellate Tax Board No. 
X-52703) 

Petitioners held title to the C. Philip Beebe property in 
Falmouth. The assessed value on this property in 1943 was 
$24,000. Petitioners claimed it should be reduced to $15,000. 
It appeared that some of the property had been sold. On the 
day that the case was reached for hearing at the Appellate 
Tax Board in Boston, as a result of conferences there, the case 
was settled and disposed of. 


(9) Jeanette Horvitz vs. Town of Falmouth (Bristol 
County Superior Court) 


This plaintiff had brought cases for damages against 
three different parties for personal injuries received because 
she fell into an opening outside the building occupied by 
Filene’s on the Queen’s Buyway in Falmouth. The first of 
these cases was against the owners of that block of stores, the 
second of these cases was against Filene’s, the lessees, and 
the third case was against the Town of Falmouth. At the 
time these cases were about to be reached for jury trial the 
matter of compromise between the plaintiff and the other 
two parties was under discussion and these cases were finally 
settled by the other two parties through their insurance com- 
panies paying a substantial amount and the Town contribut- 
ing a small amount and thereby avoiding the expense of trial. 
All three cases were then adjusted. 


(10) Megansett Shores Corp. vs. County of Barnstable 
(Barnstable Superior Court No. 3409) 


This case involved a taking by the County of Barnstable 
of petitioner’s land for the new North Falmouth to Hatchville 
Road in which the Town of Falmouth was required by the 
County to defend the action and pay the land damages. This 
case was adjusted by payment of a moderate amount and has 
thus been disposed of without jury trial. 
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B. PENDING CASES 


(1) Barbara Prosser Gifford, Administratrix, vs. Board of 
Assessors of Falmouth (Appellate Tax Board No. 
21321) 


This is a petition seeking to reduce the valuation of cer- 
tain personal property as assessed to Seward Prosser for the 
year 1943. This petition for the most part was based upon a 
mistake of fact. The remaining amount involved is rather 
small and it appears that this case will be adjusted without 
trial. 


(2) Willard E. Swift vs. Board of Assessors of Falmouth 
(Appellate Tax Board No. X-53860) 


(3) Willard E. Swift vs. Board of Assessors of Falmouth 
(Appellate Tax Board No. X-58519) 

Petitioner in each of these cases seeks to have the Appel- 
late Tax Board reduce the assessed valuation of $24,100. on 
his property in West Falmouth claiming that it should be re- 
duced to a valuation of $10,000. The Board of Assessors had 
made a reduction in 1944 of the assessed valuation from 
$24,100. to $18,000. but nevertheless the petitioner claims he is 
over-assessed. 


(4) Willard E. Swift et al, Trustees, vs. Board of Asses- 
sors of Falmouth (Appellate Tax Board No. X-58518) 


(5) Willard E. Swift et al., Trustees, vs. Board of Asses- 
sors of Falmouth (Appellate Tax Board No. X-53861) 
Both of these cases relate to the property formerly owned 
by Sarah J. Swift in West Falmouth. These appeals are at- 
tempts to have the Appellate Tax Board reduce the 1943 and 
1944 assessed valuations. The assessment on this property 
each of these years was $19,600. In 1940 an abatement of 
$5,000. was granted by the Board of Assessors thereby reduc- 
ing the assessed valuation to only $14,600. However, these 
Trustees contend that the fair cash value of this property in 
1944 was but $6,000. 
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(6) Waiter C. Janney vs. Board of Assessors of Falmouth 
(Appellate Tax Board No. 21193) 

This petition involves the assessed valuation of the ex- 
tensive summer estate of Walter C. Janney at Gansett Point, 
Woods Hole, for the year 1943 at which time it was assessed 
for $80,375. The petitioner contends that this is substantially 
more than its fair cash or market value and seeks to have 
this assessed valuation reduced. 


(7) Provident Trust Co. et al, Executors, vs. Board of 
Assessors of Falmouth (Appellate Tax Board No. 
22139) 

This is a petition by the Executors under the will of Wal- 
ter C. Janney on the same Janney Estate at Gansett seeking 
te reduce the 1944 assessments which were in the amount of 
$80,375., the same as in 1943. 

The Assessors with counsel on both sides and their ex- 
perts have recently examined the buildings and land involved 
in the above two cases and have discussed terms of settlement 
which are now under consideration. 


(8) George F. Jewett vs. Board of Assessors of Falmouth 
(Appellate Tax Board No. X-58178) 

Petitioner was assessed in 1944 on the rather extensive 
Jewett estate property at Penzance, Woods Hole, in the total 
valuation of $43,150. He claims the fair cash value of the 
property in 1944 was but $22,500. and now seeks to have the 
assessed valuation reduced to that amount. 


(9) Susan E. Garfield vs. Board of Assessors of Falmouth 
(Appellate Tax Board No. 22141) 

The petitioner is the owner of a summer estate on Nobska 
Road, Woods Hole. It was assessed in 1944 at $39,200. Peti- 
tioner is attempting in this proceeding to have that valua- 
tion reduced. 


(10) Robert Chambers et al vs. Board of Assessors of 
Falmouth (Appellate Tax Board No. X-58514) 
The petitioners are the present owners of the property 
overlooking Little Harbor at Woods Hole formerly the Joseph

S. Fay Estate. The assessment of this property in 1944 was at 
the valuation of $26,200. Petitioners claim that the fair cash 
value was $12,000. They have brought these proceedings to 
obtain a reduction from this 1944 assessed valuation. 


(11) Isabel H. K. Marckwald vs. Board of Assessors of 
Falmouth (Appellate Tax Board No. X-58515) 

The petitioner is the owner of a summer property on 
Quissett Avenue in Quissett. In 1944 she was assessed $17,400. 
on this property. She claims that the fair cash value of the 
property in 1944 was $11,000. and is attempting to have the 
1944 assessed valuation of the property reduced to that figure. 


(12) Arthur C. Hoyt vs. Board of Assessors of Falmouth 
(Appellate Tax Board No. X-58516) 

The petitioner is the owner of the former Elms Estate 
property in Menauhant. In 1944 this was assessed at the valu- 
ation of $22,050. Petitioner claims its fair cash value is only 
$9,000. He has brought these proceedings in an attempt to 
reduce the assessed valuation to that figure. 


(13) Warbasse Association, Inc. vs. Board of Assessors of 
Falmouth (Appellate Tax Board No. X-58517) 

This petition concerns the extensive Warbasse Estate io- 
cated at the end of Penzance Point, Woods Hole. In 1944 the 
Board of Assessors of Falmouth placed its assessed valuation 
at $60,000. to which it had been reduced by the Appellate Tax 
Board. The petitioner claims that it should be assessed for 
only $25,000. and has brought this petition to obtain a further 
reduction in the valuation of this estate. 


(14) Anthony T. Garner vs. County of Barnstable 
(Barnstable Superior Court No. 3951) 

The petitioner is the owner of property from which there 
was a taking by the County of Barnstable in its proceedings 
whereby Sandwich Road was widened. As the County ordered 
the Town of Falmouth to pay the land damages the defense 
ef this action is placed upon the Town. The damages claimed 
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by the petitioner appear to be out of line with valuations in 
this vicinity and much higher than adjustments and pay- 
ments that have been made to others whose land was taken 
in the widening of Sandwich Road. This case is on the Barn- 
stable Jury Trial List. 


CONCLUSION: 


Almost all of the pending cases against the Town of Fal- 
mouth are tax appeals by owners of the largest summer resi- 
dences. It must be conceded that in most of these cases they 
are successful in obtaining a reduction in the assessed valu- 
ations. The history of the Appellate Tax Board seems to be 
that in about nine out of every ten cases tried that Board de- 
cides against the City or Town and reduces the assessed valu- 
ation. It hardly seems, however, that throughout the Com- 
monwealth the Assessors of the Cities or Towns make 
assessments so erroneous that only about one out of about ten 
heard is found to be correct when brought before the Appel- 
late Tax Board. In other words, the distinct trend of deci- 
sions of the Appellate Tax Board at the present time is 
against City or Town valuations. 


It appears that the policy of the Assessors of Falmouth in 
contesting those cases where very large reductions are claimed 
but in making moderate adjustments of other cases where the 
facts seem to warrant such adjustments is the wise policy.

MR. SYLVIA IN HIS OFFICE 


It is with a deep sense of personal pride that we announce 
that Mr. John P. Sylvia, Jr. has concluded 30 consecutive 
years as legal counsel for the Town of Falmouth. Mr. Sylvia 
was born in the village of Woods Hole on November 13, 1882, 
son of John P. and Julia A. Sylvia.

Mr. Sylvia has always taken a keen and sincere interest 
in the welfare of his native town. He was elected and pre- 
sided—in 1909—as Moderator of the town meeting. He has 
served in a private capacity on many committees and has 
vigorously supported any proposals that he conscientiously 
thought would further the best interest of all concerned. He 
has enjoyed a large measure of success in dealing with the 
many perplexing problems that have confronted him while 
acting as town counsel. Undoubtedly the greatest triumph 
of his long career was his successful defense of the town in 
the now famous “Ice House Case” that became so intricately 
involved concerning our zoning By-Laws.

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Standing Votes of the Town of Falmouth 


The following have been adopted as standing votes of the 
Town of Falmouth. 


ARTICLE I. Town Meetings. 


Section 1. Long or complicated motions, and any 
other motions which he shall so request, shall be Reeeented 
to the moderator in writing. 


Section 2. No vote involving the expenditure of any sum 
of money shall be reconsidered at the same meeting at which 
it is passed, unless public notice of the intention to move such 
reconsideration be given within thirty minutes of the passage 
of such vote. The town clerk shall note in writing the pas- 
sage of such vote and also the time when the notice of re- 
consideration is given. 


ARTICLE II. Annual Town Report 
Section 1. The annual town report shall contain: 


(a) The reports of all town boards, officers and commit- 
tees having the control or expenditure of the town’s money, 
including a list of all indebtedness against their departments, 
which does not appear in their financial statement. 


(b) A-report of all town meetings held during the year, 
including the articles of the warrant and the action of the 
meeting thereon. 


(c) Reports or abstracts of reports, of all special com- 
mittees made at any meetings held during the year, together 
with any action taken at said meetings, including committee 
appointments and resolutions passed. 
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(d) All by-laws, rules, regulations and standing votes in 
force covering town meetings or relating to the town busi- 
ness. 


ARTICLE III. Selectmen. 


Section 1. The selectmen shall have a general oversight 
of all town affairs, whether conducted by special boards or 
not; and have the right to make any suggestions for the bet- 
ter conduct of the department, board or committee, and if 
such recommendations are not heeded, they shall make a re- 
cord of the same in the annual town report, that the town 
may take such action as seems best. 


Section 2. The Selectmen shall appoint suitable persons 
to the offices of surveyors of wood, surveyors of lumber, fire 
wards, public weighers, fence viewers and field drivers. 


Section 3. It shall be the duty of the selectmen 
to purchase for the several boards or committees, except 
water commissioners, all coal. The various boards and com- 
mittees shall, on or before July 1 in each year (or earlier if re- 
quired by the selectmen) send in writing to the board of 
selectmen the estimated amount of coal required for the use 
of their respective departments or committees for one year. 
The selectmen shall, prior to the 15th of July in each year, 
advertise for bids to furnish the required amount of coal, and 
shall award the contracts to the lowest responsible bidder. The 
contractor for coal shall give bonds in an amount satisfactory 
to the selectmen (said bonds to be not less than one quarter 
of the total contract) for the faithful performance of his con- 
tract. 


Section 4. The selectmen shall include in their annual 
report to the town: 


(a) A general statement of the town’s affairs during the 
past year and recommendations of the selectmen for future 
requirements. 


_—————— 
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(b) A report of all claims which are outstanding and all 
suits to which the town is a party, together with a full ex- 
planation of the circumstances and the standing of each case 
at the time of the report. 


(c) A report of all streets laid out or constructed during 
the year, the length and width, cost of construction and 
amount of land damages in each instance. 


(d) A list of betterments assessed during the year. 


ARTICLE IV. Water Commissioners 


Section 1. The water commissioners are authorized 
and directed to make minor extensions of water mains when, 
in their judgment, such action would be for the interest of 
the town, the cost of such extensions to be paid from the 
funds in their hands, provided that not more than four thous- 
and dollars ($4,000) be expended on such extension in any one 
year. 


ARTICLE V. Highway Surveyor. 


Section 1. The highway surveyor shall have authority to 
award contracts for building new roads. 


ARTICLE VI. Transportation. 


Section 1. No elected officer of the town of Falmouth 
shall receive any compensation for transportation within the 
limits of the town. 


Section 2. When any officer or member of any board, paid 
or unpaid, is called upon to go to any point outside the town 
of Falmouth on official business connected with the duties of 
his office, he shall be entitled to receive pay on the following 
basis: If he travels by rail or by water, he shall be allowed the 
amount of his fare; if he travels by motor vehicle, he shall be 
allowed at the rate of five (5) cents per mile of travel. 
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Section 3. Where it is necessary to transport by automo- 
bile or truck any laborers employed by any department of 
the Town, (a) the expense incurred shall be charged in as 
“transportation of labor’; (b) all charges for transportation 
of labor shall be made on the basis of so much per hour or 
per day for the actual time consumed by the conveyance in 
transporting the labor; (c) all expenses for transportation of 
labor shall be charged against the appropriation for that par- 
ticular work on which the transported laborers are employed. 


Section 4. Any automobile or truck employed by the town 
and carrying one or more laborers whose work is connected 
directly with the operation of the truck, or any apparatus or 
materials carried by the truck, shall be charged under “truck- 
ing” at so much per hour or day, and shall not be entitled to 
any additional charges for transportation of labor. 


ARTICLE VII. General 


Section 1. At any town meeting when special com- 
mittees are appointed or elected a vote shall be passed nam- 
ing the compensation of the committee and also a sum of 
money for expenses of such committee, otherwise the select- 
men shall not draw orders on the treasurer for either services 
or expenses. 


Section 2. All departments are authorized and empow- 
ered to consult counsel at any time in connection with their 
duties. 


Section 3. Funds belonging to the town in the hands of 
the tax collector shall only be withdrawn from the bank on 
orders countersigned by at least two of the selectmen. 


Section 4. Any persons indebted to the town for poll 
taxes or otherwise shall have such debt deducted before pay- 
ment by the treasurer from any sum due him from the town 
for work on roads or for any other service performed. 
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Section 5. On all town work, for the performance of 
which competitive bids are received, the award of the con- 
tract shall be to the lowest responsible bidder; preference 
always going to citizens, when other conditions of the situ- 
ation are equal. 


Section 6. All bids for advertised contracts of the town 
shall be returnable at the selectmen’s office at a given time 
and shall be publicly opened and read by one of the select- 
men at that time. 
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By-Laws of the Town of Falmouth 


The following constitute the by-laws of the Town of Fal- 
mouth, duly approved, (except the Zoning By-Law which is 
printed in a separate booklet.) 


FINANCE COMMITTEE 


Section 1. There shall be a finance committee, consisting 
of fifteen voters of the town, of whom five shall be elected for 
the term of one year, five for the term of two years, and five 
for the term of three years, and thereafter five be elected an- 
nually. They shall serve without compensation. The moder- 
ator shall at each meeting appoint a committee of three to 
retire and nominate the requisite number of voters, who shall 
if elected by the meeting, become members of the finance 
committee. 


Sect. 2. The finance committee shall choose one of their 
. number as chairman, and likewise choose a clerk. Said com- 
mitee may consider such questions with reference to the 
conduct of the town affairs as they may deem advisable, and 
may consult with any and all officers, boards, and committees 
of the town with reference to matters under their supervi- 
sion; they shall consider the various articles in the warrant 
for any annual or special meeting, called during their tenure 
of office, and shall make a report of their doings and recom- 
mendations to the town. 
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Sect. 3. The finance committee may hold hearings if in 
their judgment it be expedient, but shall expend no money 
unless authorized by vote of the town. 


Sect. 4. Vacancies in said committee shall be filled in the 
same manner as in case of other committees or boards of the 
town. 


(Originally approved by the Attorney General, April 8, 
1911.) (Approved as amended by the Attorney General, March 
10, 1916). 


TRAFFIC BY-LAWS. 


Sect. 2. No persons having charge of a vehicle in a pub- 
lic street shall refuse or neglect to stop the same or place the 
same as directed by a police officer, special officer, or traffic 
officer. 


Sect. 3. That for the violation of the foregoing regulations 
there shall be a fine not exceeding $20.00 for each offense. 


(Approved by the Attorney General April 9, 1925). 


Sect. 4. No vehicle shall stop or stand within the inter- 
section of any street, nor within ten feet of a corner or post 
hydrant or within twenty feet of the entrance of any fire 
station. 


Sec. 5. Upon approach of fire apparatus, the driver of a 
vehicle of any description shall immediately drive his vehicle 
as far as possible to his right hand side of the street and keep 
said vehicle stationary until such apparatus shall have passed 
a distance of three hundred feet beyond. 


Sect. 6. No vehicle shall approach closer than three hun- 
dred feet of a piece of fire apparatus if traveling in the same 
direction. 
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Sect. 7. No driver of any vehicle shall park, drive or leave 
a vehicle unattended within three hundred feet of a fire; or 
fire lines, if established by the fire or police departments. 


Sect. 8. In case of fire, the fire department, their officers 
and members with their machines and equipment shall have 
the right of way in all public streets and ways of the town as 
against all other persons, and no person shall hinder or ob- 
struct them in free passage therein, nor drive over any hose 
lines belonging to the department with any vehicle of any de- 
scription, or remove, injure or in any manner disturb the 
members thereof, their machines, hose or equipment when 
stationed or laid at a fire, except under the sole direction of 
the officer in command of the Fire Department. 


Sect. 9. Any persons violating any of the provisions of 
these by-laws or regulations shall be punished by a fine of 
not more than twenty dollars. 


Sect. 10. It shall be the duty of the Chief of Police to be 
present at all fires, or in his absence some officer or officers 
of the Police Department, for such duty to enforce the above 
regulations. 


(Approved by the Attorney General Sept. 17, 1928). 


PLANNING BOARD BY-LAWS AND REGULATIONS 


Sect. 1. A board of twelve members is hereby created and 
established to be known as the Planning Board. Four members 
of the board shall be elected at the annual town meeting in 
each year to serve for the term of three years. 


Sect. 2. Vacancies occurring in the board shall be filled 
until the next annual meeting by appointment by the board of 
selectmen, and at the annual meeting the vacancy shall be 
filled by election for the unexpired term. 
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Sect. 3. The duties of such board shall be such as are 
stated in Chapter forty-one, Sections seventy to seventy-two, 
of the General Laws of the Commonwealth, and further to 
consider and advise upon municipal improvements either at 
the request of other officials of the town or upon its own ini- 
tiative. The board shall meet at regular intervals. It may 
also hold public meetings. It shall at all times have access 
to all public documents or information in the possession of 
any town official or department. It shall examine the plans 
for the exterior of any public building, monument or similar 
feature, and for the development and treatment of the 
grounds about the same before the adoption thereof, and may 
make such recommendations thereon as it may deem need- 
ful. It may make investigations and studies relative to new 
street and park developments. It may provide for public lec- 
tures and other educational work in connection with its re- 
commendations. Said board may incur expenses necessary to 
the carrying on of its work within the amount of its annual 
appropriations. 


Sect 4. All plans for laying out, extending, discontinu- 
ing or changing the limits of any street, public park or square, 
and every purchase of land for the site of any public building, 
and all plans for the location, erection or alteration of public 
buildings, shall be submitted to said board for its opinion at 
least two weeks in advance of action by the board of select- 
men. 


Sect. 5. Such boards shall make a report to the town an- 
nually, giving information regarding the conditions of the 
town and any plans or proposals for the development of the 
town and estimates of the cost thereof. Such report shall be 
sent to the selectmen not later than such time in January in 
each year as selectmen may prescribe or as may be prescribed 
by law in force relative to reports, and a copy thereof shall be 
filed with the Massachusetts department of public welfare. 

(Approved by Attorney General, April 9th, 1925). 
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BY-LAW AS TO GUARANTEE OF WATER MAIN 
EXTENSIONS 


All future extensions of the water mains, except such as 
in the opinion of the Water Commissioners are necessary to 
improve the system shall be under a guarantee of not less 
than nine percent annual income unless the town shall decide 
otherwise by a two-thirds vote at an annual meeting. 


(Approved by Attorney General, April 9th, 1925). 
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FIRE PREVENTION BY-LAWS IN BUILDINGS 


Section 1. Chimneys. 


Par. 1. All chimneys hereafter built in any building, used 
for habitation, business, or for public assembly, shall be built 
of brick or other incombustible material, constructed from the 
ground up and not supported or hung in any way by wood or 
other combustible material. 


Par. 2. All chimney shall have a terra-cotta flue lining, 
unless the chimney walls are 8 inches or more in thickness 
and shall be carried up to at least 1 ft. above the highest point 
of the roof. 


Par. 3. No smoke pipe or metal flue shall pass through 
any wooden partition without a safety thimble of fire-proof 
material, the thickness of the partition. 


Section 2. Fire Stops. 


Par. 1. All buildings used for habitation, business or for 
public assembly hereafter erected, shall have fire stops in the 
material composed of some incombustible material, set with 
mortar in the following manner: 


(a) IN BRICK OR STONE BUILDINGS: the space be- 
tween the furring on the walls and between the studding of 
all partitions shall be filled solid and flush to a height of 1 
inch above the floor partition in each story. The space be- 
tween such partitions of all floor joists as rest on partition 
heads shall also be filled to the same width as the studding 
above. 


(b) IN WOODEN BUILDINGS: the spaces between the 
studs of bearing partitions in the Ist story, between the studs 
of each exterior wall in the Ist story as carry the end of floor 
joists, shall severally be stopped by solid filling up to at least 
the level of the finished floor; also all the spaces between the 
floor joists directly above a bearing partition in whatever 
story constructed, shall be severally filled with such solid fill- 
ing, in all cases, so as to effectively check any draft from one 
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story, to another or from the horizontal spaces between the 
floor joists to the vertical spaces in the walls and partitions. 


(c) IN ALL BUILDINGS: the spaces between the strings 
of stairs and joists of landings, unless unceiled, shall be fire 
stopped to prevent the passage of air. 


(d) THE SPACES AROUND CHIMNEYS OR OTHER 
FLUES: and other flues inside of studdings or furring, making 
an air duct, are to be thoroughly fire stopped with suitable 
incombustible material. 


Par. 2. This shall not apply to temporary buildings or 
other small buildings, not used for habitation, or which may 
be maintained during the course of the erection of a perman- 
ent structure. 


Section 6. Notification of Intent to Build, etc. 


Par. 1. Before the erection of any structure; or for any 
alteration or reconstruction, except ordinary repairs, the 
owner or builder shall notify the Building Inspector of the 
intent to build, reconstruct or alter. 


Par. 2. This shall not apply to small wooden buildings 
not to be used for the purpose of habitation, business or pub- 
lic assembly and not more than 10 ft. in length or breadth 
and 7 ft. in height. 


Section 7. Penalty. 


Par. 1. Whoever performs or causes to be performed any 
work or construction in violation of this By-Law or any part 
thereof shall be punished by a fine of not more than $25 for 
each violation. 


Section 8. Authority of the Building Inspector. 


Par. 1. The Building Inspector, in the name of the town, 
may take such measures as the public safety requires, to car- 
ry this By-Law into effect. 


(Approved by the Attorney General on September 17, 
1928). 
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BY-LAWS AS TO TOWN MEETINGS AND CONDUCT OF 
TOWN MEETINGS 


BY-LAW AS TO NOTICES OF TOWN MEETINGS 

Notice of every Town Meeting shall be given by posting 
a copy of the warrant therefor in every postoffice in the 
Town, at least seven days before the time appointed for such 
meeting. Such further notice of any Town Meetings may be 
given as the Selectmen deem proper. 


(Approved by the Attorney General, November 3, 1939.) 


ARTICLE 1. Town Meetings. 


Sect. 1. The annual town meeting shall be held on the 
first or second Tuesday after the first Wednesday in February. 


Sect. 2. The selectmen shall cause to be published in the 
local newspaper at least seven days before any special town 
meetings the recommendations and estimates of all commit- 
tees (except the finance committee) relating to the expendi- 
ture of money, upon which action is to be taken. . 


Sect. 3. The articles shall be considered in the order in 
which they appear in the warrant. Articles calling for appro- 
priations shall be grouped together in the warrant and those 
articles referred from previous town meetings shall take an 
early place in the warrant. 


Section 4. 


(a) The main body of the house shall be reserved for reg- 
istered voters, all others to use the gallery or seats on the 
platform. 


(b) If any one voter rises in his place and questions a “yea 
and nay” vote, without further discussion a hand vote shall 
be taken. 


(c) All articles shall be considered in the order in which 
they appear in the warrant. 


(Approved by the Attorney General April 17, 1925.) 
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BY-LAW AS TO JUNK COLLECTORS AND DEALERS. 


Sect. 1. Every dealer in and keeper of a shop for the pur- 
chase, sale or barter of junk, old metals or second-hand arti- 
cles in this town shall be licensed. 


Sect. 2. Every collector of junk, old metals and second- 
hand articles in this town shall be licensed. 


(Approved by the Attorney General, May 13, 1919.) 
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REGULATIONS GOVERNING HAWKERS AND PEDLERS OF 
MEATS, BUTTER, CHEESE, FISH, AND FRESH 
FRUIT OR VEGETABLES 


Section 1. No person, unless duly licensed by the Director 
of Standards of the Commonwealth, shall go from place to 
place in this town selling or bartering, or carrying or expos- 
ing for sale or barter, any meats, butter, cheese, fish, or fresh 
fruit or vegetables, in or from any cart, wagon or other vehi- 
cle, or in any other manner, without a license therefor from 
the Board of Selectmen provided, however, that this section 
shall not apply to any person who sells only fruits or vege- 
tables obtained by his own labor or the labor of his family. 


Sect. 2. The Board of Selectmen shall have authority to 
grant such license to any person of good repute for morals 
and integrity who is, or has declared his intention to become, 
a citizen of the United States. Said licenses, unless sooner 
revoked by the Board of Selectmen, shall expire on the thir- 
tieth day of April after the granting thereof, and each person 
so licensed shall pay therefor a fee of $5.00. 


Sect. 3. Every hawker and pedler licensed by the Board 
of Selectmen shall be assigned a number and shall be provided 
by the Town Clerk with a badge which shall be conspicuously 
worn by him. No person shall be assigned a badge or number 
until he presents a certificate from the Sealer of Weights and 
Measures stating that all weighing and measuring devices in- 
tended to be used by such person have been duly inspected 
and sealed as required by law. Whoever neglects to wear such 
badge, or wears it without authority, shall be punished by the 
penalty provided in section 6 of these regulations. 


Sect. 4.. No person hawking, peddling or carrying or ex- 
posing any articles for sale shall cry his wares to the disturb- 
ance of the peace and comfort of the inhabitants of the town, 
or otherwise than in vehicles and receptacles which are neat 
and clean and do not leak. 
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Sect. 5. Any license granted under these regulations or 
any regulation amendatory or additional thereto may be re- 
voked by the Selectmen. 


Sect. 6. Whoever violates any provision of these regula- 
tions shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dol- 
lars for each offense. 


Sect. 7. Every vehicle or other receptacle used by a li- 
censee as a conveyance for articles offered or exposed for sale 
by him shall have attached thereto on each side a number 
plate, to be furnished by the town with his license, bearing 
the number and date of expiration of such license. 


Sect. 8. No persons shall be registered or assigned a badge 
or humber plate under the provision of sections three and 
five of these by-laws until he presents a certificate from the 
Sealer of Weights and Measures stating that all weighing and 
measuring devices intended to be used by such person have 
been duly inspected and sealed as required by law. The use 
of or possession by such person with intent to use, any false 
or unsealed weighing or measuring devices, shall be sufficient 
cause for the revocation of his license, or the cancellation of 
his registration. 


Sect. 9. Nothing in these by-laws shall be construed as 


confiicting with any license issued under the authority of the 
Commonwealth. 


Sect. 10. Any license granted under these by-laws or any 
by-law amendatory or additional thereto, may be revoked by 
the (Board granting the same.) 

Sect. 11. Whoever violates any provision of these by-laws 
shall be punished by a fine not exceeding twenty dollars for 
each offense. 


Sect. 12. All by-laws or parts of by-laws inconsistent 
herewith are hereby repealed.

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BY-LAW AS TC TOWN CONTRACTS 


On all contracts for labor, materials, supplies, equipment, 
merchandise or other articles wherein the amount involved is 
$500 or more, the Board, Department, Committee or Officials 
of the Town in charge of the expenditure of such money shall 
be required to submit the awarding of the same to public bid 
and no expenditure shall be permitted of $500 or in excess 
thereof unless the same shall have been awarded upon public 
bid. 


(Approved by the Attorney General, March 31, 1941). 


BY-LAW ESTABLISHING HOURS OF DUTY FOR FIREMEN 


1. Each regularly employed fireman shall be entitled, 
without loss of pay, to twenty-four hours’ leave from duty 
during each seventy-two (72) consecutive hours. 


2. The arrangement and designation of twenty-four 
hours’ leave from duty as aforesaid shall be on the par- 
ticular or specific hours designated by the Board of Fire En- 
gineers arranged so that the efficiency of the Fire Depart- 
ment shall not be lessened thereby. 


3. Notwithstanding the foregoing provision as to twenty- 
four hours’ leave from duty out of every seventy-two (72) 
the regularly employed firemen of the town shall be subject 
to immediate recall to duty at any time on emergency signal 
of the Chief or Acting Chief of the Fire Department.
